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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's primary argument is that Stautner 
does not teach "title of the Internet sites respectively corresponding in a one-to-one correspondence to the channel numbers". The 
examiner does not agree because in Stautner, at any given time, each channel is showing only one TV program. Furthermore, for each 
TV program there is only one title of the Internet site (see, fig. 2; col. 3, lines 40-67; col. 5, lines 15-35). Therefore, there is a one-to-one 
relationship between the title of the Internet site and the channel number at any given time. Accordingly, Stautner's reference reads on 
the claimed language of "title of the Internet sites respectively corresponding in a one-to-one correspondence to the channel numbers". 
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
